In the spring of 
1920, R. L. Hope of Marianna, at the sug- 
gestion of E. B. Whitaker, county farm 
agent, now district farm agent for South- 
east Arkansas, planted 35 acres of worn out 
cotton land to this legume. The following 
September Mr. Hope haivested 42 tons of 
fine hay that he sold for $18 a ton trom the 
stack without expense to himself for baling 
ov hauling. This lespedeza field was along 
side the main 1oad leading to Marianna and 
attracted country-wide attention.—Ex- 
change.

A common fallacy existing in many sections is that range cat- 
tle can be improved by changing the breed bulls frequently. This 
is based upon the theory that Herefords on the range seem to de- 
teriorate in size and become cathammed; while Shorthorns tend to 

become leggy and _ shallow 
bodied. The remedy of this

2. Reduction of cash outlay: While much is said and written 
about lowering the cost of production, a careful study of the items 
of expense do not offer encouraging suggestions. If the amount 
of winter feed is decreased the cattle deteriorate in size. If herding 
is not done the range is damaged and the summer losses of the 
cattle increase. The only opportunity for reducing the expenses 
that are sometimes found, is first, the further co-operation of

The soybean is a warm weather the South Dakota State College at Brookings. Well, prepared and as free from

Some soils may require later planting than others, but each grower 
can determine the proper planting date by keeping in mind the 
nature of the crop—that is a warm weather plant. 

The soybean is an annual legume. It has many uses in South 
Dakota. Live stock farms can ‘make special use of this crop. The 
soil, climate and cultural methods are much the same as corn. Soy- 
beans supply the protein lacking in corn and should be grown wher- 
ever corn is fed to live stock. 

Soybeans are grown in South Dakota with corn for “hogging 
off,” for the seed, and for silage. They are also extensively used 
in some other states for the production of grain and for hay, but 
as yet they are little used for either in this state. Some seed is 
produced, but only in small amounts and that is nearly all used for 
local seeding purposes. The growing of soybeans for grain and 
hay. will no doubt increase. Finely ground soybean meal is a highly 
concentrated protein feed of great value for feeding to hogs, dairy 
and beef cattle. More of this excellent home grown protein feed 
should be fed to live stock. When seed becomes cheaper soybean 
hay can be produced profitably. It will produce one to three tons 
of hay richer in digestible protein than alfalfa. 

Soybeans have been grown in a majority of the counties of 
South Dakota east of the Missouri river. Wherever corn and hogs 
are important crops or where 
corn is grown for silage or 
cut as fodder and fed to cat- 
tle, soybeans have a place. 
The southeastern corner or 
“cornbelt” section of South 
Dakota is primarily suited 
for soybean production. Al- 
so wherever dairy and beef 
cattle or any kind of live 
stock are important it is en- 
tirely possible that soybeans 
ean be profitably produced 
and used, by following prop- 
er methods and using good 
seed of varieties which will 
mature. 

The nroper cultural 
methods will ke treated un- 
der the several uses for 
which the crop is being 
grown. 

1. When grown with 
coin for “hogging off,” si- 
lage or fedder; cne bushel 
plant from 8 to 12 acres. This 
gives a thick enough stand 
of soybean plants if good 
seed is used. The best meth- 


tachment on corn planter. 

The corn planter alone can 

he used, using large plates, mixing about one-third soybeans and 
{wo-thirds corn and keep stirring. This method gives uneven plant- 
ing and is recommended only for small fields as first trial where 
the person planting will keep corn and beans well stirred. After 
planting corn, the corn planter can be used to plant beans, going 
over the same rows. Soybeans can be grown alone next to corn 
and “hogged off” with corn or cut at silo filling time. 

2. When grown for seed one bushel will plant about two acres 
by using corn planter regular width. This is the best method. If 
narrow rows are desired use corn planter, then straddle rows, or 
use grain drill, stopping up some holes. This latter method will 
use from three-fourths to one bushel per acre. 

Soybeans are a legume crop and can use the nitrogen in the 
air.when inoculated. Many growers have failed to secure any re- 
sults from attificial inoculation, but the crop should be inoculated 
else it cannot use any nitrogen from the air. Soybeans will thrive 
on most South Dakota soils, without inoculation, but the land re- 
ceives no benefit. Liquid inoculating material can be secured from 
the agronomy department of the State College, Brookings, at cost. 
Soil from an inoculated soybean field can be used. 

Soybean seed must not be planted too deep. In the average

The South Dakota Experiment station has tested a rather large 
number of soybean varieties; the results to date indicate that the 
following varieties can be considered as standard for South Dakota: 

Manchu, S. D. 507—The 
best general purpose variety 
for seed production and hog- 
ging down, for all of south- 
eastern South Dakota. Seeds 
are yellowish, oblong, medi- 
um-sized with black seed 
sear. 

Manchuria, S. D. 508— 
About one week earlier than 
Manchu. Recommended for 
the southern two-thirds of 
South Dakota for seed pro- 
cuction aid hogging down. 
Seeds are yellow, oblong, 
medium size, with light 
ticwn seed scar. 

Mandarin, S. D. 1192— 
Earlier meturing than Man- 
churia. Recommended for 
northern and western Sou’h 
Dal ota for seed and hogging 
down. Seed yellow, oblong, 
small, with light yellow seed 
scar. 

The Ito San. Black Eye- 
brow. Wisconsin Early Black 
and Chestnut have all been 
grown in South Dakota and 
with fair success. The three 
varieties described are rec- 
ommended as_ standard be- 
cause they have proved their worth and adequately cover the state. 
Instead of growing a large number of varieties it is better to grow 
the standard varieties and improve them. : 

Buy soybean seed grown in South Dakota. Soybeans are sim- 
ilar to corn in 1egard to the seed to use. Don’t use southern grown 
seed. The state needs more growers who will vroduce good seed 
of the standard varieties. Certified seed is the kind to plant, also 
the kind growers must produce. It is desirable to plant a rather 
small acreage the first time soybeans are grown for seed produc- 
tion. The live stock farmer who will give the seed crop the proper 
study and care can use the soybean to good advantage in his rota- 
tion of crops. If the crop fails to produce first class seed it is still 
very valuable as feed because of the high protein content.

increasing cost of production has been a great handicap to the d : 
velopment of the industry, a condition which has largely been toad 
through the introduction of better bulls upon the range. Up until 
1919 the use of registered bulls in Idaho had been optional on the 
part of the cattlemen, but in that year a compulsory measure went 
into effect throughout the state requiring the introduction of a 
registered bull for every twenty-five head of breeding cows. This 
was an important step in the right direction—hut there is a differ- 
ence in registered bulls and this difference has been learned only 
too well by the cowmen of the Northwest. The cowman of the 
Northwest needs the protection and assistance of the cowmen en- 
gaged in the registered bieeding business in the location and selec- 
tion of these registered bulls. In this field the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of the West and the Middle West are responsible if they 
permit inferior breeding bulls to go from their plants into the breed- 
ing herds of the Northwest. Upon the careful selection of bulls 
of the proper type, character and prepotency for use in these herds 
will the breed largely depend for an outlet for its surplus in num- 
bers which will affect materially the progress of the breed. The 
range country is not a general dumping ground, it is a real market 
which calls for cooperation in a strict sense from every Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder in the country. Select for these men bulis that are 
rugged, bulls with good backs and heavy and well let down in the 
quarters, bulls that will spell success for their users and the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding business will take care of itself.

Greatest Cattle in the World. 


Meyer Brothers of Sylvan Grove, Kansas, 
surely like the Aberdeen-Angus, for they 
write under date of May 7th as follows: “We 
bought Queerman on April 5th at the Rus- 
sell sale also Edna Poe, a daughter of Black- 
cap Poe. Paid $345.00 for Queerman and 
$137.50 for the Poe heifer. We showed a 
yearling steer last October at the Lincoln 
county fair at Sylvan Grove, took first 
prize of $41.00. Eight head were shown in 
the class—four Shorthorns, two Herefords 
and two Aberdeen-Angus. Two Commission 
Companies had offered $50.00 each in prize 
money in this class. Our steer was calved 
December 23, 1921 and weighed 1160 pounds 
on October 6, 1923, receiving his first feed 
of grain on November 21, 1922. This steer 
and the Herefords were bought by the Baum 


Packing Co. after the fair. The Aberdeen-. 


Angus steer and ours sold for $13.50 and the 
Herefords for $12.50. Our steer dressed 
out at 66 per cent; for some reason I was 
unable to get the killing on the Herefords. 
But they told me that although they paid 
$1.00 per hundred more for the Aberdeen- 
Angus steer, he made the cheapest beef 
when dressed. We have fed a carload of 
yearling steers every year for the last three 
years, and topped the market each year for 
the day we shipped. Last year’s load weigh- 
ed 965 pounds, sold at $1055, were shipped 
in June. We think the Aberdeen-Angus are 
the greatest breed in the world. The Here- 
ford steers were fed much longer than ours, 
they were fed while with the cows.” When 
men like Meyer Brothers offer a statement 
like this it would seem that other men who 
are interested in making the most money 
possible from their cattle opperations would 
sit up and take notice.

Burt County, Nebraska, Farmers Are Unani- 
mous for Tuberculosis Eradication. 

Every cattle owner in Burt County, Ne- 
braska, had his breeding cattle herd tuber- 
culin tested when the tuberculosis-eradica- 
tion work, under the county area law of Ne- 
braska was recently undertaken. Dr. C. H. 
Hays, the Federal inspector in charge in 
Nebraska, co-operating with representatives 
of the State Department of Agriculture, re- 
ports that 1,651 herds, containing over 20,- 
000 cattle were tested, and 346 cattle react- 
ing as infected were disposed of all within 
a month. 

Dr. B. W. Boyd, a veterinarian of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, supervised the 
field work. The testing was done by 14 vet- 
erinarians, seven provided by the State and 
seven by the Federal Government. These 
veterinarians also supervised the disinfec- 
tion of contaminated premises. 

The president of the Burt County Farm 
Bureau, H. T. Webster, gave his time ,dur- 
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ing the entire drive and induced many other 
local men to co-operate in the rigorous cam- 
paign. 

Steers on feed for slaughter were exempt- 
ed under the provision that they be kept 
separate and apart from the tested cattle. 
All but three of the reactors, which were 
held under special quarantine, were sent to 
Omaha for immediate slaughter under Fed- 
eral inspection. 

Many of the cattle owners wen to the 
packing house, where they saw their re- 
actors slaurhtered. The lesions of the dis- 
ease were pointed out to them, and the dis- 
posal and handling of tuberculous cattle ex- 
plained. 


————— 
Produce Infertile Eggs. 


Thousands of dollars worth of eggs are 
lost every summer because incubation has 
started in the eggs. This huge lozs is borne 
by the farmer or poultryman in the de- 
creased price of eggs. Many cases of eggs 
contain a few hatched chickens when they 
reach the produce house and others are well 
on the road to hatch. 


It is not necessarv to put a fertile egg in 
an incubator or under a hen to start incu- 
bation. Fertile eggs start to develop chicks 
at about 70 degrees F. 


Infertile eggs are produced when no male 
bird has been allowed with the laying hens 
for two or three weeks. It is not necessary 
to have males with the laying flock to get 
egg production. Males should be allowed in 
the flock only during the time eggs are 
wanted for hatching purposes. 


An infertile egg will not hatch and as a 
result will keep much longer—Exchange.

“My herd of breeding cows numbers about 
thirty-five head which have all dropped 
calves the last few weeks which I feed out 
as baby beeves. I am feeding two loads for 
summer market at present. I have recently 
bought six head of Blackbird cows and heif- 
ers from Snyder & Snyder, of Madelia, Min- 
nesota, to add to my herd. I keep two Black- 
bird bulls. A person can buy mature cows 
cheaper now than a yearling baby beef on 
the Chicago market.” This is the very rea- 
son that mature cows and good heifers are 
destined to bring better prices and that 
right soon. The man who fails to assemble 
his breeding cows now is the man who cer- 
tainly will lose out for they will cost him 
much more this fall. It would seem there- 
fore that every man who is planning to add 
a few good things would make arrange- 
ments to attend all the summer sales pos- 
sible. Buy these good cows before they ad- 
vance enough to make any material differ- 
ence.

Buys Tehama Ranch 


One of the largest land deals consum- 
mated in the Sacramento valley for some 
time was the purchase of what was formerly 
known as the Reid ranch by H. O. Harrison, 
the well known automobile and cattle man 
of San Francisco, from the Midland Coun- 
ties Land and Irrigation company for a con- 
sideration said to be in the neighborhood of 
half-a-million dollars. 

The property, consisting of over six thous- 
and acres, is located on the west side of the 
Sacramento river in the southern part of 
Tehama county, and extends to within one- 
half mile of Kirkwood station on the South- 
ern Pacific railroad, between Corning and 
Orland. 


The acquisition of the Reid ranch by Har- 
rison is the second big Sacramento valley 
property transaction the motor car magnate 
has figured in during the past few months. 
Only last January he purchased from Asa 
W. Morris and Sons, the 628-acre “Herb 
Coil Ranch,” located one and a half miles 
northeast of Woodland. 

Both of these big, valuable acreages, to- 
gether with a range of ten thousand acres 
in Mendocino county, are to be devoted to 
the breeding and raising of thoroughbred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. During the past 
year, Harrison has been building up a herd 
of the black sleek doddies that promises to 
be one of the most noteworthy in the world. 

Chief among the wonderful collection of 
champions he has acquired is Blackcap Rev- 
olution, named senior and grand champion 
male at the Chicago International Livestock 
Exposition last December, and said to be 
the most valuable bull in America.—Chico 
Record, Chico, California, May 11, 1924.

ly recognized, in fact, the registered bull 
law was passed and put into effect at the 
request of the Cattle Assocaition. Since that 
time many cattlemen have learned to their 
sorrow that there may be registered scrubs 
The pure bred bulls now selected are first 
of all of good size, good type and also reg- 
istered. A poor type of a grade bull is con- 
sidered too expensive to turn out. 

Generally after the shy and non-breeders 
are cut out the next cut is the aged cow and 
then those of inferior size and type. 

The maintaining of the size is always a 
problem. Two-year-old steers from the 
range vary in weight from 900 to 1075 
pounds and in price this year from 5 cents 
to 6% cents. It is found that they must be 
of good size and well cared for especially the 
winter they are calves if they are to sell 
for what it cost to produce them. 

Too many range cows are small because 
they are bred too young. This difficulty is 
overcome by running the heifers in a separ- 
ate herd until they are two years old but 
this can be done only on a divided range 
and in large outfits or Cattle Grazing As- 
sociations where the members fully co-oper- 
ate. 

5. Reduction of Losses: Losses vary 
from 2 per cent to 8 per cent and is one of 
the hardest problems confronting the indus- 
try today. This is first done by the elimi- 
nation of poisonous weeds, especially the 
larkspur, from the summer ranges. Selling 
cows before they are too aged and the prop- 
er co-operation of all range associations in 
turning back strays and the investigation 
of strange trails and suspicious characters 
on the range may also reduce the summer 
losses to some exteit. j 

The cattle industry is now well established 
and has a great influence upon the irrigated 
sections, which is the range area lost to the 
settler. Of these, some farms are given to 
the growing of winter feed for the range 
stock; others specialize in the growing of 
pure beef bulls for the range trade. With 
the increase of the number of farms and the 
production of feed in excess of that needed 
by the range stock, a third industry, that 
of finishing the feeder cattle at home, has 
sprung up so that now over half of the 
range steers in the state are held back and 
finished for the spring market.
